2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After a 
review of the prior art of record, it is believed that the present invention is novel and 
non-obvious wherein no reference disclose a metal pipe having a first flat surface 
including first and second edge portion which are parallel to and abutted to each 
other, a second flat surface perpendicular at a first corner to said first flat surface, a 
third flat surface perpendicular at a second comer to said second flat surface and 
opposite to said first flat surface and a fourth flat surface perpendicular at a third 
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corner to said third flat surface and at a fourth comer to said first flat surface and 
opposite to said second flat surface, wherein a portion for generation of spring back 
force for abutting said first and second edge portions is formed on each of said 
second, third and forth flat surfaces, as recited in claim 35. Additionally, no reference 
disclose the metal pipe having the recited structure wherein a portion for generation 
of spring back force for abutting first and second edge portions is formed on each of 
the second and forth flat surfaces, with the portions for generation of spring back 
force generated by convex portions formed on second and fourth flat surfaces or by 
line convex portions formed on the second and fourth flat surfaces, as recited in 
claims 41 and 42.
